panies, the chief engineers and the su- 
perintendents of motive power and 
machinery of the four big Harriman 
lines will participate. 
Y Im order to be present at the meeting, 
General Manager EB. D. Dickinson and 
Superintendent Samuel Higgins of the 
Union Pacific motive power and ma- 
ghinery department, H. J. Small of the 
Southern Pacific, President L. A. Moh- 
ler and other Oregon Ratiway and 
Navigation Company officials are now 
on their way to Salt Lake and will ar- 
rive here tomorrow to meet with Presi- 
dent H. G. Burt and Chief Engineer J. 
E.° Berry of the Union Pacific; J. 
Kruttschnitt, general manager, and W. 
Hood, chief gineer of the Southern 
Pacific; General Manager W. H. Ban- 
croft, J. F. Dunn, superintendent of 
motive power.

CONFERENCE ON CUT-OFF. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS, P.M.) 

SALT LAKE, Feb. 10.—A conference 
was held here today between a com- 
mittee representing the Commercial 
Club of this city and a party of rail- 
road officials consisting of President 
Burt of the Union Pacific, General 
Manager Kruttschnitt of the Southern 
Pacific, Chief Engineer Berry of the 
Union Pacific and Chief Engineer Hood 
of the Southern Pacific. At the meet- 
ing, which was arranged by Krutt- 
schnitt at the request of the Commer- 
cial Club, arguments were presented by 
the business men of this city favoring 
the construction by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company of a 
south shore ofthe Great Salt Lake in- 
stead of via the contemplated Ogden- 
Lucin cut-off. Among the arguments 
presented in favor of making this city 
the terminus of the Southern Pacific 
were the commercial importance of 
Sait Lake and the engineering difficul- 
tiles to be overcome in building the 
Lacin cut-off. 

Kruttschnitt is quoted as informing 
the committee that the advantages and 
disadvantages of both routes had been 
thoroughly studied by the company’s 
engineers, and they had finally reported 
in favor of the Ogden-Lucin route. 
Earlier in the day the railroad officials 
met a number of representative busi- 
ness men of Ogden in that city, and 
heard statements favoring the Lucin 
cut-of. 

The idea of the Ogden-Lacin cut-off 
originated with the late C. P. Hunting- 
ton. The construction of this line will 
necessitate the buliding of many miles 
of trestle over the lake, but will result 
in shortening the road some forty 
miles and the elimination of the heav- 
jest grades along the entire route.

ON SUGAR. 


Investigations In 
Cuba Desired. 


Oxnard Applies to the 
House Committee. 


Issue Taken With Statements 
of Gov.-Gen. Wood. 


Senator Hoar Changing Dates. 
Caucus of House Repub- 


licans—Russia’s Grab. 


(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—{Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] The American 
Beet Sugar Association, through 
its president, Henry T. Oxnard, today | 
sent to the House Ways and Means 
Committee an important petition re- 
garding the proposed Cuban tariff leg- 
isiation. The association asks that, in- 
stead of going ahead with legislation 
upon the word of Cuban planters and 
the sugar-trust people, the Ways and 
Means Committee appoint a commis- 
sion to investigate the exact conditions 
in Cuba, so that, in Cuban legislation, 
will know exactly what it is 
The petition is in part as fol- 


lows: 


“The American, Beet Sugar Associa- 
tion, representing the manufacturers of 
beet sugar in the United States, re- 
Spectfully represents to your commit- 
tee that Gen‘ Leonard .Wood, Military 
Governor of Cuba, in a circular letter 
sent to the members of the Senate, 
dated Havana, makes the following 
statement: ‘It can be safely stated that 
the average cost of production of sugar 
throughout the island is not less than 
2 cents a pound. By production is 
the production and of 

cane, sacking and shippi sugar 
and. placirig it alongside eee wh 
point ft is sold. The present selling 
price is approximately 1.6 cents per 
pound, or 34.80 per sack. The cost of 
production averages $6 per sack, and 
the average loss today, at present 
prices, runs from $1.20 per sack to 
perhaps 70 cents per sack, where con- 
ditions are more favorable, such as 
short freight haul, less lighter charges, 
ete.’ 

“This association respectfully con- 
tends that the testimony given before 
your committee by competent and im- 
partial experts, including experts of 
the Agricultural Department, proves 
beyond controversy that the average 
cost of production of sugar throughout 
Cuba is not over 1% cents per pound, 
including the producti@n and grinding 
of cane, sacking and shipping of sugar, 
and placing it alongside ship. The tes. 
timony of C. F. Saylor, expert of the 
Agricultural Department, being that 
the cost of production ranged from 1% 
cents per pound to 1% cents per pound, 

and that he regarded a fair average 
cost to be 1% cents per pound. , 

“That it will be apparent to your 
committee that if the testimony of the 
expert of the Agricultural Department, 
which we claim is supported by a 
great weight of testimony, is correct, 
the military Governor of Cuba has 
been misinformed, and that the sugar 
is now being manufactured and sold in 
Cuba at a@ profit, so there exists no pos- 
sible justification for the reduction of 
the present tariff on umrefined sugar 
coming from Cuba upon the ground 
that the Cuban planters are now man- 
ufacturing sugar at a loss. In this 
connection this association respectfully | 
calls the attention of the committee to 
the fact that the actual selling price of 
9% deg. centrifugal sugar, f.o.b. Ha- 
vana, on January 30, 1902, was then and 
has since remained 1.91% cents per 
pound, or $5.73% per sack, instead of 
$4.80 per sack, as stated by Gen. Wood. 

“This association claimg it is of the 
utmost importance, in the interest of 
justice, and for the purpose of fully in- 
forming the committee, and through 
your committee fully enlightening Con- 
gress and the people of the United 
States, that the exact facts necessary 
for accurate settlement of this impor- 
tant controverted question be promptly 
ascertained, through a medium impar- 
tial and competent, either by your 
committee or in such a way as may 
seem proper, which committee be forth- 
with authorized to proceed to Cuba for 
the purpose of obtaining the exact facts 
by the examination of the books and 
accounts of factories now engaged in 
the manufacture of sugar. 

“This association respectfully sug- 
gests that the investigations of such 
special committee would be facilitated 
and the fullest public confidence be 
given its findings, if the committee be 
authorized to invite a representative of 
this association, a representative of the 
Cuban planters who appeared before 
your committee, and a representative 
of the American Cane Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, to accompany the committee 
to Cuba and be present at its sessions 
and cross-examine witnesses sum- 
moned before the committee. 

“While the members of this associa- 
tion not only submitted details of ex- 
penses incurred by them In manufac- 
turing beet sugar, but also invited your 
committee to examine the books, {t will 
be remembered that the Cuban planters 
appearing before the committee stu- 
diously avoided the discussion of such 
detalis, but this association feels confi. 
dent that such planters and manuf 
turers as have given your com ee 
opinions with regard to the cost of 
manufacturing sugar in Cuba would

Increase of Postal Receipts 
a Good Indication 
of the Extent.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. [Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}| No city in 
the United States is growing 
faster, according to the postal 
receipts, which are a good indi- 
cation of municipal growth, 
than Los Angeles. There is 
one other city in the country 
that shows exactly the same 
percentage of increase for the 
month of January as Los An- 
geles. Thatcity is Columbus, 
O., which was raking in large 
amounts of postage money 
before Los Angeles came into 4, 
existence, - 

The percentage of increase for 
January, 1902, over January, 
1901, was 27.4 per cent. in each 
case. In January, 1901, Los An- 
geles postoffice receipts were 
$26,179 In the January just 
passed they were $33,490, an in- 
crease in one month of $7211, or 
27.4 per cent. No city but Co- 
lumbus comes anywhere near 
equaling this per cent. of in- 
crease,

SPRINGFIELD (0.) Feb. 10.—The 
largest fire in the history of Spring- 
field broke out in the Champion Chem- 
ical plant of the East-street shops to- 
day, and in an hour and a half twelve 
manufacturing plante were in total 
ruins. The estimated ioss is $1,400,000, 
and about 1000 men temporarily lose 
employment. 

The fire started from the explosion 
of some in the Champion 
Chemical plant. ‘The fire companies 
were greatiy handicapped by the light 
pressure of water. Ten firemen were 
caught in the office of the Krell French 
Piano Company, ard to get out rolled 
down the steps and jumped out of a 
window. 

A company of the Nationa! Guards is 
on duty to keep away the dense crowds 
and marauders. Four freight cars of 
the Detroit and Southern Railway 
Company were totally destroyed, and 
many others ruined.

Water pressure was insufficient, and 
the firemen were handicapped from 
the start. Hundreds of bulldings in the 
vicinity were in imminent danger, and 
the residents were out dashing water 
against them and soaking the contents. 
Willard Brann. whose office-is close to 
the great plant, stated that when he 
fire> saw the flames they were shooting 
out frem under the eaves of the cen- 
tral part of the front of the plant, 
which faces on East street. The fire- 
men, owing to the high wind, were un- 
able to check the spread of the flames. 
Soon the whole front of the building, 
which is five stories high, was ablaze. 
Half an hovr later the walls beran 
to tumble in. The top of the Krell 
French Piano Company's part of the 
huilding was the last of the front to 
catch fire. 

The fire started In the attic. Instead 
of going upward, it burned downward, 
shooting down an elevator shaft. It 
next spread to the part of the building 
occupied by the Owen Machine Tool 
Company. 

The Fast street shops were built 
nearly tnirty-five years ago by Whitely, 
Fasster & Kelly. The shops at the 
time ef their completion were the sec- 
end largest in the world, being rivaled 
only by the great Krupp Gun Works 
at Kssen, Germony.

LONDON, Feb. 16.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.) Lord Kitchener's great plan, 
whith he has been elaborating for 
months past failed by the escape of 
Dewet, but wae successful in the great- 
est single capture of Boers since Lord 
Kitchener arrived in South Africa. Al- 
together twenty-two columns were em- 
ployed in an immense circular paral- 
lelogram formed by the lines of block- 


houses and the railroads between 
Wolvehoi, Frankfort, Lindley and 
Kroonstadt. It is estimated that Dew-- 


et's forces amounted, roughly speaking, 
to 2000 men. 

Lord Kitchener personally superin- 
tended the final preparations for the 
rexpedition, and the great move was 
made in a frontier of forty mites, the 
advance extending sixty miles, with 
the object of driving the Boers against 
the railroad line, where armored trains 
were patrolling, and were repeatedly tn 
action, ‘shelling the Boers to prevent 
their crossing the railroad. Dewet 
succeeded in slipping through the lines 
to the southward. The whereaboute 
of Steyn is unknown, though one re- 
port says he is with Dewet. 


WEARING DOWN BOERS. 
HEAVY LOSSES OF WEEK. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
LONDON, Feb. 10.—[Bvy Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] A report received today from 
Lord Kitchener at Pretoria shows last 
week to have been the liveliest week, 
with the heaviest losses on both sides, 
for several months past. Lord Kitch- 
ener gives the Boer casualties a total 
of sixty-nine killed, fifty-seven sur- 
rendered and 574 taken prisoners. The 
British captured 400 rifles, one pompon 
nd the usual grist of munitions and 

ivestock. 

The most serious British loss dur- 
foe the week was the capture of sixty 
donkey wagons, convoyed by 16° troops, 
At a nt thirty. miles from Beau- 
fort est, Cape Colony, the enemy 
swept down on the donkey wagons and 
cut up the convoy before assistance 
arrived. ‘They were able to remove 
only twelve of the wagons and burned 
the rest. In this engagement the 
British lost two officers and seven men 
killed and one officer and forty-seven 
men wounded, while.the Buers lost 
twenty-four killed and forty-five 
wounded. 

The Boers also rushed a detachment 
of 100 men of Col. Doran's column, the 
night of February 3, when the British 
lost three officers and seven men killed 
and seventeen men wounded.

prosperous year. Of course, our earn- 
ings for January and February will 
be greater than for the same months 
last year.

IMMENSE CLOUDBURST. 
TOPPLED OVER SIX HOUSES.

. BAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—The 
town of Dunsmuir, Siskiyou county, 
suffered from a cloudburst last night 
that carried six occupied dwellings off 
their foundations, and delayed railway 
traffic many hours.

Dunsmuir is built on the side of a 
mountain. As the water from the 
cloudburst tore down the mountain side, 
it toppled over six dwellings, and 
flooded several others.

The flood carried immense tree trunks 
and boulders with it, @nd deposited 
tons of rubbish on the railroad track, 
which spans the Sacramento River at 
that point.

DOUBT AS TO CAUSE.

HE PRESIDENTS 80 
WORSE THAN BEFORE. 


HIS SECOND LUNG AFFECTED BY 
THE DREAD DISEASE. 


Visit of His Father and Mother 
Brightens the Patient—No Plans Made 


for the Return of the Chief Magis-- 
trate to the Capital. 


MY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 


GROTON (Mass.) Feb. 10.—The con- 
dition of President Roosevelt's son this 
morning was elighily less favorable, 
but not beyond what the doctors ex- 
pected. The lung hitherto clear was 
found by the doctors to’ be affected by 
the disease, and the respiration and 
temperature were higher, but the pulse 
was better. While the medical  at- 
tendants claim that the patient's con- 
dition is not alarming, no attempt is 
made to conceal the fact that the com- 
plication of the second lung gives the 
case @ more serious aspect. 

Mrs. Roosevelt slept on a cot by her 
son's side during the night, while the 
President remained in the home of Mr. 
Gardner, adjoining the school. He 
was joined at breakfast at the Gard- 
ner home by Mrs. Roosevelt, and a 
few minutes later he went to the dor- 
mitory. The visit of his father and 
mother seemed to brighten up the pa- 
tient considerably. 

From the statements of the physi- 
cian, Dr. George G. Shattuck Pe Bos- 
ton, it appears that the crisis of the 
disease will be, reached Wednesday, 
and the next two or three days are 
likely to show some seemingly un- 
favorable reports, but they will be due 
to nothing more than the regular course 
of the disease. 

No plans have yet been made for 
the return of the President to Wash- 
ington. He can remain in Groton for 
ten days, at least, so far as the pres- 
sure of public business is concerned. 
It seems probable that it will be a 
week before he leaves. Every facility 


has been given him with regard to 
communication with Washington. A 
special telephone Hine has been run

When Mr. Turner concluded, the 
House amendment to the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill relating to the opening of 
State claims, was agreed to, which 
passed the bill. 
~The discussion of'the Philippines Bill 
was continued. Mr. Patterson of Colo- 
rado presented an amendment provid- 
ing for the repeal of the sedition laws 
applied to the Philippines. 

Mr. Teller gave notice of an amend- 
ment declaring that it is not intended 
by the government of the United States 
to permanently annex the Philippine 
Islands as an integral part of the 
United States, but that it is intended 
to establish, with the consent and as- 
sistance of the inhabitants thereof, a 
government or governments sultable 
to their wants and conditions. 

Addressing the Senate, Mr. Teller 
said he was not going to be disturbed 
by the unparliamentary and indecent 
charge made against those who do not 
agree with the administration's policy, 
that they are unpatriotic and have not 
the public's welfare at heart. 

“Because I stand here with words 
of sympathy for the Philippines,”’ said 
he, “I am not guilty of treason, as has 
been charged against a Senator in 
this chamber.” 

Mr. Teller said that, in 1898, the ques- 
tion was raised as to whether the Con- 
stitution of the United States, by its 
own force, went into operation in the 
Philippines. He expressed an opinion 
that it did not, and it could not until 
Congress put it there by a positive 
deciaration of law. He maintained, 
however, that the Constitution ought 
to be extended over the Philippines so 
that the inhabitants of the islands 
should have all the protection 
by that great document. 

Mr. Spooner interrupted Mr. Teller to 
inquire whether he regarded the acqul- 
sition of Porto Rico as a violation of 
the Teller amendment regarding Cuba. 
Mr. Teller said he had not complained 
of the acquisition of Porto Rico. be- 
cause the people of that island had de- 
sired it. 

“And I do not mean to say,” he con- 
tinued, “that if the people of Cuba 
want to have that island annexed, and 
we want it we cannot annex it under 
that provision. I do say, however, tliat 
we cannot annex Cuba unless the Cu- 
bans agree to it with unanimity.” —

In 
general, he thought, that -the effect of 
the admission of the Chinese will be to 
monopolize nearly all the avenues of 
trade. but it was more difficult to say 
what the effect would be on the labor 
of the islands. 

“Has the commission ever recom- 
mended the admission of the Chinese?” 
asked Secretary Long. The reply was 
an emphatic negative. 

In answer to questions from Senator 
Carmack and other Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee, ‘Gov. Taft said 
the Philippine commission had been 
criticised from both sides. 

“But,” he went on, “I think that, in 
the main, the effect of our position has 
been to convince the people that we 
are there to eid their development, and 
that our work has thus hed the effect 
of increasing confidence. There is no 
doubt, however, that much fear is 
aroused over the prospect of the ex- 

loitation of the Islands by the Amer. 
can people. The fear is generally 
voiced by the Insurgents, and one also 
hears it from others who do not sym- 
pathize with those who would make 
trouble for us.”

SALT LAKE, Feb. 10.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} The California Ejks sent 
an agent to this city several weeks ago, 
with instructions to secure the best 
hall and other proper contiguous build- 
ings that were obtainable for their use 
as headquarters next August, when the 
Grand Lodge convention meets here. 
The purpose was to get on the ground 
early and make preliminary arrange- 
ments for capturing the convention a 
year later.

RITISH EXPLORING | 
SHIP DISCOVERY. 
PLANS OF ANTARCTIC EXPLORA- 
TION WITH WHICH SHE SAILS. 


Leaked a Good Deal on the Trip from 
England to the Cape, but is Now Said 


[London Correspondence New York 
Sun:] The British Antarctic exploring 
ship Discovery has now fairly started 
upon the serious part of her enter- 
prise. Since she teft London last 
July the news that she has come from 
the various ports at which she touched 
has been to a certain extent rather dis- 
quieting, inasmuch as she was con- 
stantly undergoing’ repairs for leak- 
age. A correspondent of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, however, writing on the 
authority of Capt. Scott, who is in com- 
mand of the expedition, says that 
the ship pleases her captain immengely. 
One or two minor disappointments 
have been encountered. Her steaming 
capacity has not come up to the ex- 
pectations of Mr. Skelton, the chief 
engineer, and it is true that she has 
been suffering practically ever since 
she left London from leakages. These, 
however, it seems, are not to be put 
down to defective shipbuilding, ut 
must be an almost neces- 
sary accom ment of the first voy- 
age of a ship whose hull is 
entirely 
The Discovery has, moreover, already 
justified her name. The scientific 
have added to the known varieties 
seaweed two new species, which have 
been christened the “Discovery” and 
the “Scott.” They were obtained by 
trawling a net from the ship, and are 
duly certified as new specimens of 
marine botany by the experts on 
board. George Murray, the chief or- 
ganizer of the scientific side of the 
expedition, who accompanied the ves- 
sel as far as the Cape, has come home 
laden with valuable and interesting 
specimens. 

As to the Discovery's scheme for 
work when‘the Antarctic regions are 
reached, the captain’s plans and meth- 
ods of operation have, within certain 
limits, been carefully described for him 
beforehand, and he must, except in 
emergency, conduct the expedition ac- 
cording to prescribed rule. In only 
one important particular is the course 
of events in the Antarctic left entirely 
to his judgment. That is as to whether 
he shall winter in the ice or not. 
Owing to the very imperfect knowledge 
possessed by those at e of the 
conditions which prevafl in the Ant- 
arctic Seas, it is impossible for them 
to pronounce definitely whether it wil] 
be necessary for the ship to make her 
way out of the lee before the winfer 
sets in, or whether she should winter 
in the Antarctic regions. Capt. Scott 
will decide after a careful examina- 
tion of local conditions. 

If his choice is for remaining among 
the ice, he has a special set of in- 
structions which he must then abide 
by. In the first place, his efforts, as 
regards geographical exploration, must 
be directed with the help of depots to 
three objects, namely, an advance into 
the western moun advance to 
the south, and the exploration of the 
voleantec n. It should ex- 
plained that Capt. Scott is at the pres- 
ent moment proceeding to the edge of 
the pack ice with the object of forcing 
his vessel through it to the open water 
to the south. He is especially  en- 
joined that if he winters there the 
scientific staff shall be allowed al! fa- 
cilities for the prosecution of their re- 
searches, due regard being had al- 
ways to the safety and requirements 
of the expedition as a whole. Sir Leo- 
pold McClintock and Dr. Nansen have 
provided the captain with full informa- 
tion and instructions concerning sledge 
work, both by men and dogs, and he 
has himeelf superintended al) the 
arations connected with the food, cloth- 
ing and equipment. Besides this, Lieut. 
Armitage, second in command, and 
navigator to the expedition, has had 
experience in the work of taking as- 
tronomical, magnetic and meteorolog- 
jeal observations during three Polar 
winters, and has also acquired expe. 
rience in sledge traveling, and in the

further exploration by sea so much 
of the navigable season as will  cer- 
tainly leave time for the ship to return 
to the north of the pack ice. Havin 
recruited at Lyttelton, his base station, 
he wilj then proceed with his magnetic 
survey across the Pacific and come 
home to England. All this is what 
sho happen, if Capt. Scott winters 
in the ice. 


But ff he should decide inst such 
a course, the importance of maintain- 
ing scientific observations on land 
throughout the winter has, neverthe- 
less, been him, and, 
therefore, if he is », in consultation 
with the chief of the scigntific staff, 
he will find a suitable place for a land- 
ing party between Cape Johnson and 
Cape Crozier. This party will be 
landed under the command of some 
person whom Capt. Scott will appoint, 
and must include the scientific leader, 
the physicist (Louis Bernacchi,) one 
of the surgeons, and any others who 
may be considered desirable acquisi- 
tions, but, having regard to the risks 
of the undertaking, none of them is to 
be left without his consent in writing, 
which the captain has explicit instruc- 
tions to obtain and preserve. The 
party will be supplied with a dweiling 
hut, an observer's hut,-three years’ pro- 
visions, stores, fuel, sledges and dogs. 
Accidents will be provided against to 
the fullest extent, and that the ap- 
proximate position of the party should 
always be known, not only to Capt. 
Scott (who might conceivably be inat- 
cessible,) but to those who will go out 
in tire relief ship, it is forbidden that 
the party shall be landed on any other 
part of the coast than that between 
Cape Johnson and Cape Crozier. All 
this being done, Capt. Scott, before it 
is so late as to endanger the Discov- 
ery’s freedom, must proceed north of 
the pack and carry out magnetic ob- 
servations, with sounding and tom 
ing over as‘many degrees of long!- 
tude, and as far south as possible, sea- 
son and coal permitting, and he will 
then return to Lyttelton, telegraph his 
arrival and await further instructions.

ference between an individual citizen. 
at such. and the President of the 
United States. as such. As an indi- 
vidual, the President's life is no more 
sacred than that of the humblest cit- 
izen. As the chosen representative of 
a great nation, the President's life is 
far more sacred than that of any indi- 
vidual can be. ‘ 

The proposed law is designed to pro- 
tect the President's life rather than 
that of the individual who occupies 
the office of President. There is one 
reason which, alone and in itself, 
should be sufficient to secure the en- 
actment of the proposed law. making 
an attempt t6 murder the President 
punishable with death. This reason is 
that the President, by virtue of his ex- 
| alted position, is subjected to dangers 
a thousandfold greater than would 
threaten him as a private citizen. 
When the people in their wisdom call 
one of their number to occupy this 
high position of trust, of superlative 
responsibility—and also of superlative 

—they should, as a matter of 
simple right and prudence, surround 
the office (not the individual) with all 
possible safeguards against the dan- 
gers by which the individual holding 
the office is menaced, as the occupant 
of that office. 

Does any intelligent person suppose 
that William McKinley—the gentle, 
white-souled American, whose biame- 
less life was an ornament to the ¢giti- 
zenship which he bore so loyally and 
so modestly—would have been slain by 
an assassin’s bullet if he had beep 
simply William McKinley, citizen, in- 
stead of William McKinley, President? 
It was the same with the great and 
kindly Lincoln, the brilliant and hon- 
ored Garfield. All fell “in the line. of 
duty” —a duty imposed upon them by 
the mandate of their countrymen. 
Since the people, in the exercise of 
their sovereign will, must needs call 
some of their number to this post of 
duty and of peril, shall not the people 
protect those whom they thus place in 
the white light of supreme authority— 
and of supreme danger? 

There is another consideration: The 


4 murder of the President, or his at- 
tempted murder, is a more heinous of- | 


fense than the murder or attempted 
murder of a private individual, be- 
cause of the evil effects which ensue. 
The assassination of President, McKin- 
ley led directly to mot less than a 
score of deaths in various parts of the 
country. Some persons were madé in- 
sane, some committed suicide, some 
died under the nervous strain. The 
consequences of that foul crime are 
so far-reaching that they cannot be 
computed nor expressed in words. No 
such far-reaching consequences follow 
the assassination of a private citizen. 
In proportion as the evil consequences 
are greater, the assassination of the 
President is a more heinous crime than 
that of an individual. 

While it is quite true that no more 
senctity surrounds the life of one in- 
dividual than surrounds that of an- 
other, from a moral and legal point of 
view, it is eminently fitting that the 
high office of President shall be sur- 
rounded with all possible sanctity and 
safety; for the President is the chosen 
representative and embodiment of the 
sovereign, free, and independent peo- 
ple. An attack upon the President Is 
not merely an attack upon an indi- 
vidual, but is an attack upon the gov- 
ernment, and through it upon the peo- 
ple of the entire nation. There could 
be no more flagrant exhibition of the 


aimed at the head of the nation. 


The objections offered by Mr. Lan- 
ham which are not answered above 
are hardly worth enswering. The prop- 
osition that “the States should dea! 
with the subject” is absurd, since the 
crime specified is not a crime against 
any State, nor against the citizens of 
any State. @s such, but against the 
national government and the people of 
the whole nation. Such being the 
case, it is eminently proper that the 
law-making power of the nation 
should deal with the subject. The no- 
tion that the proposed law “would 
magnify the importance of assassina- 
thon in the disturbed fancy of those 
seeking to destroy rulers” is no more 
tenable than the idea that laws against 
murder “magnify the importance” of 
murder in the abnormal minds of 
those seeking to commit that crime. 

The pending measure, with some 
possible amendments, is wholesome, 
just, expedient and righteous. It ought 
to become the law of the land before 
the close of the pending session of 
Congress.

WO HUNDRED MEN 
ENTITLED TO LIBERTY. 


| COURT OVERTHROWS PRECEDENTS 
OF UNITED STATES ARMY. 


_ Officers of the Regulars are not Com- 
petent to Sit om Courts-martial for 
the Trial of Officers or Soldiers in 
Votunteers. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 106.—Established 
precedents of the Unit States army 
were overthrown, andthe freedom of 
nearly two hundred men now confined 
in Federal penitentiaries was assured 
by a decision rendered by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals today 
in the case of Peter C. Deming, a for- 
mer captain of United States volun- 
teers, against Robert McClaughey, 
warden of the Federal penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth. 

Deming was imprisoned on the sen- 
tence of a court-martial composed of 
nine regular officers, convened by Gen. 
W. R. Shafter on March 29, 1900. The 
opinion of the Circult Court, written 
by Judge Walter S. Sanborn, is that 
the court-martial which sentenced 
Deming acted in violation of Article 77 
of the articles of war, which provides 
that officers of the regular army shal 
not be competent to sit on courts-mar- 
tial for the trial of officers and soldiers 
of other forces. 

The essential question, as stated in 
Justice Sanborn’s opinion, is whether 
the volunteer army is the same as the 
regular army, or whether it is one of 
the “other forces” mentioned in Article 
77. The opinion establishes the fact 
that the volunteer army ia, at all 
times, distinct from the regular army.

Thomas 
has not written 0 many plays as 
Fitch, hor has he'been so much noted 
recently, but the few successes that he 
has had have been more worthy, be- 
cause they have shown more fidelity to 
life, while they have been aa witty, as 
facile and ans theatrically interesting. 
He writes one or two plays a year, and 
is earnest and honest, and has a dra- 
matic_instinct. Fifteen years ago he 
was a reporter on the St. Louis Post+ 
Dispatch, and because of his ability as 
a sketch artiet was in the habit of 
spending his summers on the Missouri! 
lecture circuit. Meeting Nat Goodwin, 
then a rising young comedian, he en- 
tertained him with stortes of the Mis- 
souri rural folk, and suggested to him 
the possibilities that they held for @ 
quaint, original comedy. Goodwin 
thought enough of the idea to entour- 
age the reporter to write a play.

It has, if nothing cise, the 
essentials of novelty; its action and its 
characters are not conventional, or at 
least they seem not to be, for if 
everything in the theater is resolved to 
its elements, it will be found that there 
is nothing new in plet or character, 
that most stage lovers are Romeo and 
Juliet done over, and that in this case 
the story of the girl who falsely loves 
the glemour of the outside world is 
but a modern version of Miranda and 
Fernando in “The Tempest.” Shakes- 
peare, however, got his plots elsewhere 
than from his imagination, and as 
Thomas has done what Shakespeare 
did in clothing the story with vital 
color and original sparkle, he has done 
nothing but good. As in the early work 
of most brilliant authors, Thomas's 
negative value is the most prominent. 
He has avoided diffuseness, his charac- 
ters are not talky, or the action slow, 
and he knows bow much may safely be 
left to the apprehension of an audi- 
ence. He never dwells -too long on 
things that need only suggestion. Per- 
haps that is saying that he is an artist; 
he is usually counted one. In the same 
sense Danicl Frawley is an artist; if 
he only had, as an actor, what Thomas 
has as an author—the qualities of 
freshness, vigor and what the French 
call vraisemblance—he would be a 
better actor. As he makes a 
beautiful production, surrounds him- 
seif with a fine company, an is not 
obtrusive or unsatisfactory in his own 
work, there is such a thing as being 
grateful that he nas the intelligence, 
ability and disposition to show on the 
stage something worthy and real. 

“In Mizgzoura”’ is a play of atmos- 
phere, and its chief charm is in con- 
veying the homely, pastel radiance of 
rustic simplicity. and in showing the 
peculiarities of a picturesque and lit- 
tle-known portion of our own country. 
The plot is just prominent enough to 
carry that picture with forceful effect. 
Being a play of character and atmos- 
phere, it is difficult of portrayal, ani 
the success of the Frawley Company is 
notable. The dialect is of unknown 
origin, neither western, southern nor in 
Ciana hoosier, yet with the flavor 
all, and « drawi all its own. Had Ben 
Johnson not set so high a standard ih 
its reproduction, it might be said that 
the rest of the company were neariy 
perfect; it would be extremely difficult 
to tally the cameo excellence of his 
work.

fore he missed it. 

Lopez's defense was that the watch 
was. poked into his pocket as a joke, 
where he found it some time later.

Los Angeles Ebzell. 
Yesterday was celebrated as Lincoln 
Day at the Ebell Club House, and an. 
able acdress in honor of the great 
ftatesman was delivered by William H. 
Knight. Mr. Knight said in part: 

“Four children were born into the 
Snglish-speaking race in 1809 who 
afterward attained worldwide fame. 
Three of these were born on British soi! 
and reared in the lap of luxury, with 
all the advantages of education, wealth 
and culture, which they wisely used. 
They were William E. Gladstone, whose 
life was a part of the history of the 
British Empire. Alfred Tennyson, who 
was the poet laureate of Great Pritain 
for forty years, and Charies Darwin, 
who initiated the great law of evolu- 
tion, proving that all that is, is the re- 
sult of all ‘that was. The fourth indi- 
vidual in the great quartette was born 
in the heart of the American wilder- 
ness. His lines were cast in abject 
poverty, his youthful associates were 
coarse and uncultivated. He had no 
opportunities of education, except those 
which he drew. from the hardest pri- 
vation.”’ 

A considerable portion of the address 
consisted of.a significant account of the 
great Lincoin-Dougias debate, at a part 
of which the speaker personally formed 
a member of the audience. This was 
the debate in which Lincoin first at- 
tracted national attention. He and 
Senator Douglas frequently spoke from 
the same platform, the alm of the de- 
bate belng to decide which of the two 
should succeed Douglas in office. Mr. 
Knight said: 

“To many, even of Lincoln's friends, 
who at first feared the result of a for- 
ensic encounter with Douglas, it began 
to be clear that Lincoln was the 
stronger, and they began to ask: ‘Can 
it be that Lincoln is really a great 
man?’ One evening as a group of 
young Republican journalists were talk- 
ing over arguments, a letter 
was received from a prominent eastern 
statesman. “Who is this man” he 
aeked, ‘that is replying to Douglas in 
your State?

public questions in the history of our 
country; that his knowledge of the sub- 
ject is profound, his logic unanswer- 
able, hi style inimitable?’

THE TRACTION PROPERTY. 


The Los Angeles Traction Railway 
system was started in 1895, the original 
line extending from the Santa Fé de- 
,pot to University station, a distance 
of over five miles. On thie road the 
first car was run September 1, 1896.

The Traction Company is now en- 
gaged in building an extension of its/| 
system to connect Los Angeles with 
San Pedro. This line will be almost as 
straight as an arrow, running south- 
ward from University station, on Ver- 
mont avenue, parallel with seection 
lines. When completed it will be 
twenty miles long, and will be equipped 
with the most modern long-distance 
trolley cars, equipped with airbrakes 
and heated with electricity. Each car

wer each. The road has already 

completed to a point within five 
miles of San Pedro, and will be in the 
harbor town next month, when e nom- 
inal service will be given. 

This company also owns a franchise 
from the intersection of Wesley ave- 
nue and Jeffereon street, west on Jef- 
ferson street to the citv limits, a dis- 
tance of over a mile and a half.

After a well has been put on the 
pump, the derrick is no longer of serv- 
ice, except for pulling and cleaning cas- 
But this can 


pod costs but $15, and operators can 
save from $85 to $200 by taking down 
the derrick, which can be used in 
drilling anether well. 

There are derricks in the fleld, some 
of them built more than three years 
ago, that would be too old for drill- 
ing, if taken: down and rebuilt. Al- 
though the base and suports have all 
but rotted away, there is many feet 
of lumber that could be used for other 
purposes. Such lumber would bring, if 
gold standing, from $15 to $30, perha 
more. Many of these derricks would 
come down at once, if their owners did 
not hope that they might some day 
be of use. You will find them stand- 
ing in the field over wells that are 
now shuf down because they do not 


pay. 

As yet but a few derricks have been 
removed, t a beginning has been 
made. “I believe that all that was 
needed was to call the operators’ at- 
tention to our mistake in allowing that 
much capital to go to waste,” said A. 
Morrison, an operator, yesterday. “We 
will surely profit by the movement.”

ON THE FENCE, 


Belshaw Corners Hatton 
on Governorship. 


Senior Senator's Agent 
“Misunderstood.” 


Funny Panic of the Advance 
Agent When His Bluff 
Failed to Stick. — 


“Senator Perkins is not for Flint for 
Governor; neither is he for Gage. He 
is only for Perkins for United States 
Senator.” -+ 

After reporting his chief in the Fiint 
and Gage camps by turn, for two 
weeks, George F. Hatton yesterday 
sought to land him back on the fence 
with the above words. ; 

Hatton is the salaried boomer and 
mouthpiece of the Oakland Senator, 
and he has been all dver Southern Cali. 
fornia looking over the fences. Per- 
kins’s cause is just about as booming 
as the late-lamented free-silver issue 
in these parts, and Hatton had to dis- 
pense some tall talk to get as much as 
a pleasant smile for his chief. How- 
ever, there is much interest in the dis- 
tant gubernatorial contest, and thus 
Hatton often was asked how. Perkins 
stood on that question. \Now isn't that 
a hard one to pop at the agent of a 
dodger. 

Hatton leaped at the one avenue 
which he thought led to enthusiasm and 
support for his candidate. Perkins was 
put down for Flint with the supporters, 
and with the Gage he was set down for 
the Governor. Of course the leanings 
of the Senator were not made so pro- 
nounced as to appear unnatural; he 
was simply “with them.” All went 
well until a few of the intended vic- 
tims began comparing notes. Then 
there were disputes a-plenty as to 
where Perkins really did stand. 

All bets were declared off last night 
when it was found that Perkins is on 
the fence. Hatton has just returned 
from San Diego, where he is said to 
have found long and keen blade 
stowed away for his chief, and he will 
probably leave for the north tonight. 
He had hoped to get away before it 
came to a place where he would have to 
lodge Perkins somewhere. When he 
was confronted with a straight accusa- 
tion of hypocrisy, he just denied every- 
thing and hoisted his man up astride 
the fence. 

State Senator Charlies M. Belshaw of 
Contra Costa county was the man to 
force Hatton into several kinds of fits. 
In an interview Belshaw said that “Mr. 
Hatton told me positively that Senator 
Perkiys is for Flint.” The prospect of 
the publication of this statement by 
such a well-known legisiator fairly took 
Hatton’s breath away. He dented the 
impeachment and then sought out Bel- 
shaw in an effort to have ft withdrawn 
and kept out of print. .The pair met in 
the Angelus iobby. 

“Did I tell you that Perkins is help- 
ing Gage's fight?’ blurted out Hatton 
in feverish anxiety. 

“No,” responded Belshaw, and Hat- 
ton was going to have the reporter re- 
cord that much and depart. But Bel- 
shaw saw the point and added: “But 
you told me that Perkins was ‘with’ 
Fiint.” 

“Now, Charlie, you must have mis- 
understood what I was trying to tell 
you,”’ appealed Hatton. 

“]T know several other Flint men who 
understood what you told them exactly 
the sam: way,” insisted Belshaw. 

“Well, I meant to say that Senator 
Perkins is not fighting Flint,” pleaded 
Hatton. “On account of the support 
given Lynch I thought he would be 
considered an enemy of Flint.” 

“Then shall the friends of Flint con- 
sider that Perkins is for Flint?’ queried 
Belshaw, determined on some kind of 
a decision. 

“No,” responded Hatton almost des- 
perately, “Senator Perkins is for 
neither Flint nor Gage, nor for any 
other man.” 

“I guess he doesn’t want to have any 
Governor,” laughed Belshaw, but Hat- 
ton couldn't see the joke.

‘BLESSED WITH PLACES IN GOOD 
GOVERNMENT CENSUS. 

City Trustees Reconsider Official Dec- 

laration of the Town's Enumeration 

Returns of the Fifth- 
Election.

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 10.—The offi- 
cial population of this city, which re- 
cently tumbled from 3067, the Federal 
figures, to 2717, promises to jump above 
the 3000 mark again soon. 

At the meeting of the City Trustees 
today correspondence which had passed 
between a majority of the board ana 
the Good Government League was 
made public. 

A copy of a letter signed by all the 
members of the board except Dudley, 
and dated January 30, was read. It 
was addressed to Frederick H. Rindge. 
It said that when he and other citizens 
of the Good Government League ad- 
dressed the board and requested that 
action on the returns of the census 
enumerators be deferred they (the four 
Trustees) felt it impossible to comply 
with the request. The communication 
went on to say that they believed that 
the official enumerators were conscien- 
tious in their duties and substantially 
correct, and that there were not enough 
names left off their list to raise the 
—, of the town to the necessary 


“However, as an evidence of our en- 
tire good faith in the matter,” the let- 
ter went on to say, “we make to you 
the following proposition, namely, that 
if you and your committee will at the 
next regular meeting ef the Board of 
Trustees, present tp said board a suffi- 
cient number of names that were left 
off by the board’s enumerators and that 
should have been placed upon the list, 
we will vote to rescind the action 
taken last Monday to fixing the popu- 
lation. We will then add on the names 
of the persons furnished by you, pro- 
vided said list contains a sufficient 
number of names to make, with our 
present list, 3000 people in all, and then 
redecilare the census to be the total 
number so ascertained.” In conclusion 
the letter said that more time would be 
given if needed. 

A reply to the communication, signed 
by H. W. Keller as chairman of the 
sub-committee of the Good Government 
League, was also read. The reply was 
dated February 1, and asked that time 
be given to complete the lists. 

On motion of President Jones, who 
had called Trustee Dudley to the chalr. 
the action taken two weeks ago in de- 
claring the population of the n to 
be 2717 was reconsidered, and the re- 
port of the census enumerators em- 
ployed by the board was laid on the 
table subject to changes to be made by 
the board later. 

Representatives of the Good Govern- 
ment League have been making com- 
parisons of the enumeration taken un- 
der direction of the league with the 
official census, and it is said that the 
league has lists showing more than 
3000 residents of the city. The league 
is still working on . its enumeration, 
and will not have it complete for sev- 
eral days. 

CANVASSED THE RETURNS. 

The Board of City Trustees today 
received ‘a communication from the 
counsel employed in the cast of the suit 
brought by H. X. Goetz, as a citizen, to 
enjoin the board from canvassing the 
returns of the special election of Jan- 
vary 28, when the question of the re- 
organization of the town as a city of 
the fifth class was. submitted to the 
voters of the municipality. The board 
was informed that the Superior Court 
had sustained the demurrer to the 
complaint, so the proper thing for the 
board to do would be to proceed with 
the canvass. 

The returns, showing 231 votes in fa- 
vor of reorganization and 118 votes 
against it, were received and officially 
deciared. The clerk was instructed to 


the Secretary of State. 

This action of the board apparently 
removes the last barrier against the 
reclassification of the city. It is ex- 
pected that the city officers elected at 
the Abril election will serve for one 
year, and that in April, 1903, fifth-class 
officers will be elected, after which the 
eity government will be transferred to 
the fifth clans. 

City Trustee Morgan, who has bit- 
terly opposed the idea of reorganiza- 
tion, and who was the prime mover in 
the taking of the census showing a 
population smaller than the humber re- 
quired for reorganization, was not pres- 
ent at today's meeting of the board.
